India and Pakistan have 
agreed to-appoint an ad- 
ministrator by the end of 
April next year to prepare 
for a plebiscite on the 
future of the state of Kash- 
mir, a joint communique 
announced — tonight-—after 
four-day talks between the 
Indian and Pakistani Prime 
Ministers.
